DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 127 and 129 remain at issue and are pending for examination. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 3/18/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. No. 6,426,209 B1 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on 2/8/2009, after final rejection, fails 
to comply with 37 CFR 1 .97(d) because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 
CFR 1 .97(e). It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to 
therein has not been considered.

Claims 127 and 129 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a preparation comprising a protein having heparanase 
activity and the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 10, wherein the amino acid 
sequence has a phenylalanine at position 246 instead of a tyrosine residue, wherein 
said preparation is pure enough to elicit anti-heparanase antibodies..
